The perpetrators of the murder of Cox- 
swain Powells at Pago Pago have not 
been discovered. It is now believed 
Powells swam ashore to meet a half- 
caste Tongan girl and had aroused the 
jealousy of snother half-caste native. 
Part of the natives of Altua and Tass- 
aleboga, and Tongan’s resident in 
Samoa, have paid their reszects to 
Chief Justice Cedercrantz. Represen- 
tatlves of other districts will arrive 
next week. The chief talking man for 
Aana (Tamasses District) commenting 
on the late Branders’ German govern- 
ment, told the Chief Justice that the 
Germans had started the Samoans 
to fighting and Branders had run away 
with the native’s money. He trusted 
the new Chief Jusice would not pur- 
sue the same policy. 

The Germans are endeavoring to 
have one of their countrymen appointed 
President of the Municipal Board of 
Apia, and should they succeed, the 
Opinion is expressed that the treaty 
will not last long,as the President of 
the Board has power to interfere in 
Samoan affairs if he thinks necessary. 

The ‘‘Sea Waii’’ has arrived and 
the wreckers began on the ‘‘Trenton’’ 
and other submerged vessels in the 
harbor. The main mastof the Tren- 
ton was carried out during a heavy 
ewell lately. The Captain of the 
wreckers expects to float the Trenton 
as soon as he gets the boilers out.

Whiskey Trust Denies It. 
By Associated Press. | 


Cutcaco, Feb. 16.—The ‘whiskey 
trast directors held an important 
secret meeting this morning, at which 
the exposure of the alleged plut to 
blow up the Schufeldt distillery was 
discussed. Another meeting will be 
held this evening, at which a state- 
ment to the pablic will be prepared 
and issued. Itis said the statement 
wiil exonerate Gibson and will make 
an emphatic denial of any desire or in- 
tention upon the part of the trust to 
injure Schufeldt. President Gréenhut 
and Vice President Woolner and 
Gibson are still in Peoria, and that 
all reports to the contrary are false. 
They declared Gibson would make no 
attempt to escape, and the whiskey 
trust would, they said, do as much, or 
more, than anybody else tw sift the 
alleged conspiracy to the bottom. 

Notwithstanding the statement by 
President Greenhut that Gibson is in 
Peoria, a friend of the latter said he 
saw the Secretary of the whiskey 
trust in Chicago this mornigg, and is 
positive he-is not mistaken. 

The pnrchase of fifty pounds of dy- 
namite by Gibson a short time ago is 
explained by Wooluer, who says he 
bought it to clear out boulders and 
stumps in a traet of land which he 
had purchased. 

One man connected with the trust 
said this evening that Gibson had 
been gone since Thursday night and 
would not return. The-bail bond of 
$30,000, he said, was a bagatelie, and 
considered very cheap. It was thought 
best to get away before any further 
charges were preferred, and the bond 
increased by the porsible action of the 
State authorities. 

It was learned to-day that several 
months ago Gibson purchased at a 
store in this city fifty pounds of dyna- 
mite. About a month ago he bought 
a quantity of bisulphide of carbon and 
phosporous at a drug store. He 
learned the secrect of the compound 
from a chemist, whom he frequently 
invited to dine with him, and invari- 
ably led up to talk on the subject of 
chemicals of this nature. Finally his 
son went to the chemist and had him 
prepare a smail portion for experimen- 
tal purposes. It is supposed that he 
then purchased the ingredients and 
compounded the mixture. The for- 
mula was arranged for a very heavy 
proportion of phosporus, which would 
ignite on cloth or paper freely. 


A Mine on Fire.

— The 
Meyer mine, near Scottdale, Pa., is on 
fire. Four pumpers are known to be 
killed and six or seven men are now 
reported missing.

Carson, Feb. 16, 1891.—In the As- 
sembly this morning, Nicholls intro- 
duced a bill providing for preventing 
the sale of diseased meats. 

By Nixon, providing for four Judi- 
cial Districts; the first comprising 
Storey, Ormsby, Douglas, Esmeralda 
and Lyon, and the Judge to receive a 
salary of $6,000 per annum, The sec- 
ond comprises Washoe, Churchill and 
Humboldt, and the Judge to receive a 
salary of $4,000, divided np as fol- 
lows: Washoe to pay $2,223, Church- 
ill, $261 and ~ Humboldt, $1,516. per 
annum.

Trembath introduced a resolution 
amending Section 3 of Article 1 of 
the Constitution so as to include 
criminal cases.

Whither Are We Drifting ? 


. “Put none but Americans on 
guard te-night,” was the command 
given by Washington at Trenton. 
In the good old Puritan days the 
word American meant something: 


no one dared dispute; it meant that 
their love of liberty and of good 
governmeat gave way to every 
other consideration, and in their 
patriotism they were willing to 
make a personal sacrifice, and the 
result was one of the grandest 
governments that was ever framed 
by the mind of man. How differ- 
ent now when an American citizen 
will barter away the rights that 
our’ forefathers. fought so hard to 
maintain, for a railroad pass to 
carry him from one place to an- 
other. When Black Wallace can 
go to the seat of government and 
“ influence ” two thirds of the num- 
ber of the people’s chosen repre- 
sentatives to betray the trust con- 
fided in them and set the people’s 
will at naught, there must be 
something radically wrong. The 
question that suggests itself is: 
Are the ties of friendship any 
stronger than in oldentimes? We 
think not, and it can only be cx- 
plained on the hypothesis that 
tax-eaters have no feeling in com- 
mon with tax-payers and are not 
to be trusted with the reins of 
government. We are becoming 
un-American and are drifting on 
the shoals that will wreck the poor 
man’s ambition and destroy one of 
the best governments that. ever 
existed. The accumulation of 
wealth in the hands of greedy men

came a Pauper. 


| He Staked All on a Single Throw of the 


Dice and Lost—A Fortune Easily Made 
and Recklessly Squandered — A 
Harmless, Worthless Beggar. 


Shambling about the streets of San 
Francisco may be seen, daily, the 
warped and twisted figure of a man 
with a singular history. His clothes 
are tattered and greasy, his face is 
wrinkled and distorted, and about his 
shoulders his greasy, dirty, unkempt 
hair falls ina shaggy mass. His feet 
are always encased in fragments of 


_ shoes, and he invariably carries in each 
_handa piece of bread and cheese, at 
| which he nibbles as he shifts from one 


saloon to another. 

Mathew Mills is the name of this 
strange creature, and, though now feed- 
ing from the meager hand of charity, he 


‘ was at one time, when California was 
inthe height of her prosperity, a man 
| who reckoned his wealth to run into a 
| million of dollars, with a splendid pros- 


pect of a yearly increase in his income. 
about the 
streets of San Francisco in a turnout 
that cost thousands of dollars, and he 
lived in a style that dazzled the quarter 
of a hundred other millionaires contem- 
poraneous with him.

Mills was born in New Bedford, 
Mass., in 1820. He was a sailor in early 
days, and at the age of eighteen years 
had made two trips around the world 
with his father, Joshua Mills, who was 
the captain of a merchantman sailing 
New Bedford.

the Horn, working his passage, and 
landed in San Francisco with less than 


_ twenty dollars in his pocket, and twenty 


dollars in those days in San Francisco 
went but a very short way toward lin- 


_ing the stomach of a healthy man or 


covering his back. But Mills was of a 
speculative turn of mind, and he went 


to a hardware dealer who had been an 


acquaintance of his father in New Bed- 
ford, and proposed that he let him take 
a cargoof hob-nails, shovels, pick-axes, 
washing-pans, etc., into the mining 
districts and sell them on commission. 
The hardware merchant fell in with the 
idea, and a few days later Mills started 
out for the mines with a half dozen 
pack mules loaded with articles that 
would be of use to miners. The vent- 
ure was a success. The articles sold 
readily and the margin on them was 
wide. In a few months Mills had 
cleared enough money to enable him to 
buy an interest in the establishment of 
the man who had given him the start, 
and they did business together for two 
years, when Mills became restless, and, 
selling out his interest to his partner, 
he started for the mines with $8,000 in 
his pocket. He .stopped at Frazer’s 
camp, then one of the most prosperous 
mining camps, and being:-of a convivial 
nature, he lived a happy, careless exist- 
ence until his money was exhausted. 
During Mills’ stay in California he had 
become possessed with a passion for 
gambling, and whether with cards or 
dice, the reckless manner in which he 
played made him aconspicuous figure in 
the wild communities that sprang up 
among the Sierra Nevadas in those early 
days. As a consequence of: his reck- 
lessness he gambled with varying fort- 
une, until at last the game got the 
best of him, and he found himself pen- 
niless. 

But he possessed a lively spirit, and 
with pick and pan he set out for ‘the 
“diggin’s” on a prospecting tour. Good 
fortune attended him, and one day, 
while bending over aspring of water 
in a remote canyon, he noticed some 
glittering partieles at the bottom. He 
scooped up some of the sand, washed it 
out, and ssh bile ,he _ tumbled 
u a placer t. He staked 
ont tis claim, Citi's weeks and went 
back to the camp with a pouch filled 
with gold dust.

Denizens of the Deep Who Imitate Man's 
Movements. 

It may seem absurd to speak of fishes 
as Walking. The flying-fish is well 
known, but its: flight looks: much like 
swimming in the air. We naturally 
think of fishes as living all the time in 
water, as being incapable, in fact, of 
living anywhere else. But nature main- 
tains no hard and fast lines of Cistine- 
tion between animal life which belongs 
on the land and that which belongs to 
the water. If we can bclieve the ac 
counts of naturalsts—and there are 
no grounds for doubting them—there 
are fishes that traverse dry land and 
others that walk on the bottom of the 
sea. 
 Itis reported that Dr. Francis Day,

| of India, has collected several instances 


of the migration of fishes by land from 
one piece of water to another. Layard 
omce met some perch-like fishes travel- 
ing along a hot and dusty gravel road 
at midday. Slumboldt saw a species of 
dorus leaping over the dry ground, sup- 
ported by its pectoral fins; and he was 
told of another specimen that had 
climbed a hillock twenty fect in height. 

A French naturalist published in the 
‘*Transactions ofthe Linnwan Society 
of Normandy,” 1842, an account of his 
observations on the ambulatory move- 
ments of the gurnard at the bottom of 
the sea. [le observed these movements 
in one of the artificial sea-ponds or fish- 
ing-traps, surrounded by nets, on the 
shore of Normandy. 

He saw a score of gurnards close their 
fins against their sides like the wings 
of a fly in repose, and, without any 
movement of their tails, walk along 
the bottom by means of six free rays, 
three on each pectoral fin, which they 
placed successively on the ground. 

They moved rapidly forward and 


‘backward, to the right and. left, grop- 


ingyin all directions with theso rays, cs 
if insearch of small crabs. Their great 
heads and bodies seemed to throw hard- 
ly any weight on the slender rays, or 
feet, being suspended in water, and 
having their weight further diminished 
by their swimming bladders. 

When the naturalist moved in the 
water the fish swam away rapidly to 
the extremity of the pond; when he 
stood still they resumed their walking 
and came between his legs. 

On dissection the three anterior rays 
on each pectoral fin are found to be 
supported each with a strong. muscu'ar 
apparatus to direct its movements, 
apart from the muscles that are ccn- 
nected with the smaller rays of the 
pectoral fin.—Youth’s Companion.
